direction to the wristband. 

12. (Currently Amended) Wrir.twntr.h according to The wristwatch of claim 8, 
charactoriood in that wherein the movable case slides on the support in a parallel direction to the 

wristband. r " " 

13. (New) A reversible wristwatch including a first case enclosing first elements able 

to control a first display and a second case enclosing second elements able to control a second 
display, said first and second cases being individually sealed and each having a back cover and 

being placed back-to-back, 

wherein each of said first and second cases includes at least one securing element 
arranged to be secured in a removable manner to a corresponding securing element of the other 
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of said first and second cases, to secure the first and second cases to each other in a position in 
which their respective back covers are adjacent, 

and wherein said securing elements include first and second pairs of horns arranged at 
two opposite ends, respectively, of each of the first and second cases, each horn having a 
transverse hole, such that the holes of each pair of horns of the first case are aligned with the 
holes of a pair of horns of the second case when said cases are placed back-to-back, and a pair of 
removable bars each arranged to be inserted into said aligned holes to secure corresponding ends 
of the first and second cases to each other and to a corresponding end of a wristband. 

14. (New) The wristwatch of claim 13, wherein each case contains an electric battery 

and includes a battery hatch in its back cover. 

15. (New) A reversible wristwatch including a first case enclosing first elements able 
to control a first display and a second case enclosing second elements able to control a second 
display, said first and second cases being individually sealed and each having a back cover and 
being placed back-to-back, 

wherein each of said first and second cases includes at least one securing element 
arranged to be secured in a removable manner to a corresponding securing element of the other 
of said first and second cases, to secure the first and second cases to each other in a position in 
which their respective back covers are adjacent, 

and wherein said securing elements are arranged on the back cover of each of said first 

and second cases. 
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16. (New) The wristwatch of claim 15, wherein the securing elements include 

assembly elements of the dovetail type. 

17. (New) The wristwatch of claim 15, wherein the first and second cases secured to 
each other form a movable case, which is mounted so as to pivot and slide on a support secured 
to a wristband, the support having two parallel lateral bars connected to each other, between 
which the movable case occupies two mutually reversed use positions in which two opposite 
lateral faces of the movable case extend along said bars. 

18. (New) The wristwatch of claim 17, wherein each lateral bar of the support is 
provided with an articulation trunnion which is engaged in a slide-way of the corresponding 
lateral face of the movable case, and wherein said slide-way is formed by juxtaposing two 
recesses of L-shaped profile, each arranged along an edge of the back cover of each case. 

19. (New) The wristwatch of claim 18, wherein each lateral bar of the support is 
provided with securing means including a removable bar for securing it to the wristband and 
wherein said trunnion is secured to a removable part which is held in place on the bar by means 
of the removable bar. 

20. (New) The wristwatch of claim 17, wherein the movable case slides along the 
support in a perpendicular direction to the wristband. 

21 . (New) The wristwatch of claim 17, wherein the movable case slides on the
